The Meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

MR, JACK SWENSON, President of the Junior Chawber of Commerce, asked
permission to put pedal boats in Barton Creek, north of the bridge to a cable
across the creek, a good piece from the mouth of the creek. The Jaycées wvere
to receive 25% of the gross receipts, and this would be used in their recrea-
ticnal program to make further improvements in Zilker Park and Zilker Springs
and to help on thelr recrestion awards. MR. KENNETH WALLACE, Kiddy Land, also
a member of the Jaycees, will be primsrily in charge of operating the boats;

HEnd theire dsvalipéeialacommitteeiof:members to help in operating the hoats.

Mr. Wallace will furnish proper insurance. From the revenue of the boats, the
Jr. Chamber of Commerce planned alsc to install some lights on the creek bottom.
The trips on these boats would begin at the cable and go to the bridge--cost 25¢
for about 15 minutes. Mr. Swenson stated the Director of Recreation and the Parks
Board had recommended these pedal boats, and he asked that the Junior Chawmber of
Commerce he granted permission to place them in Barton Creek on a trial basis.
Discussion on safety precautions for the children was held. Councilman Long
moved that the City Manager be instructed to enter into an agreement with the
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Jaycees to allow them to operate the pedal boats this season, and cover all
aspects discussed.

"I, the undersigned, have reviewed the plans and have considered the application
the Tarrytown Boat Club, Inc., by Karl E. Henion, President, owners of a piece
of property abutting om that part of Lake Austin lying upstream from the west-
erly extension of the south line of Windsor Road, the same belng Lot 38, Tarry-
town River Oaks subdivision, as listed in the Travis County,Deed Records; for
permission to comstruct and maintain & voat dock projecting out into the lake
approximately 50 feet dgyond the normal high water level. The construction
details meeting all requirements, I, therefore, recommend that if the Tarrytown
Boat Club, Inc. is granted their request by the City Council, that it be sub- '
ject to the following condition:

"(1) That nothing but cresoted piles, cedar piles or concrete plles, substanti-
ally braced and bolted to withstand wind and water pressure, be used in the
construction and that no structure shall extend more than one-third the distance
from shore to shore at the point where structure is located, or be nearer than
ten feet to any side property line of the owner or applicant.

"(2) That no business, such as a restuarant, dance hall, concession stand, or
any other enterprise for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise, except
marine supplies and tackle, and no living quarters of any character, shall

be erected on any pler, dock, wharf, float, island, piling or other structure
extending into or sbove Lake Austin.

"(3) fThat every structure shall be equipped with proper lights which show all
around the horizon for night use and shall be equipped with flags or other
warnings for daylight use. ‘

"(k) That all structures extending out into the Lake be constantly kept in a
state of good repair and that the premimes be kept reasonably clean at all
tines. ‘ '

"We, the undersigned have considered the application of the Gulf Qil
Corporation for permission to consiruct, maintain and operate a drivein gascline
£illing station and to construct commercial driveways in conjunction therewith
upon the property located at the southwest corner of the interseciion of West
Lynn Street and West 12th Street, which property fronts 170.0 feet on West
Lynn Street and 90.5 feet on West 12th Street, and being known as a portion of
the George W. Spear League in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and
the property upon which this £illing station is to be located is owned by
Gulf 0il Corporation and we hereby sdvise that the following conditions exist.

"The property upon which this filling station is to be located is designated
as "C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

"A11 drainage, natural or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such a manner that such drainage will not flow across the side-
walk area into the street, and furthermore, shall not creste g nuisance to
others in the neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such drainage
shall'be.%ntirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any waste connectior
to a storm sewer which empties into an open drainageway shall be discontinued
if the waste becomes a nuisance or damages any property or rights of others in
the vicinity of the open drainagewsy.
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"We recommend that Gulf 0il Corporation be granted permission to congstruct
maintain, and operate said drive~in gasoline filling station and to construct’
curbs, ramps, and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the following
conditions.

"(1) That a&ll buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or eguip~
ment is installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from the Department of Public
Works for entrances and driveways: building lines to be approved by the City
Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Department of
Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent
streets before he starts any comnstruction relative to the filling station.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps shall
be so located that it will be lmpracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, street, or
alley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connection
with the storsge and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall
bear the label of Underwriters Ilaboratories, Inc., and that all construction of
the filling stetion ilmprovements shall be in accordance with the Building Ordi-
nance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in sccordance witl
the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon The(City
Streets.

"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water or
0ils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and that
all of said oils and watdr shall be concentrated into a combined grease and sand
trap which shall be constructed in accordsnce with our standard plan 2 - H - 146,

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, Ariveways, ramps ]
gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of
the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached, which plan bears the
Department of Public Works file muber 2-- C - 2127,

"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto
attached, marked 2 - C ~ 2127 and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the require-
ments of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for a fipal in-
spection, and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a Certification
of Operation before such filling station can be put into service.
